STATEMENT ISSUED. 


"The meat inspection amendment plac 


ed on the agricultural bill has met with 
opposition of the packers and thei 
friends, who seem to be bending ever^ 
effort to defeat it. The president says 
that if the amendment is enacted into 
law he vrill be content to remedy th< 
evils .-complained of there' through th< 
law. 


"If, however, the amendment is defeat 


ed he will feel constrained in the dis 
charge of his official duty to the publi. 
to send to congress the reports in his 
possession relating to the abuses exist 
ng in the packing houses. He feels thn. 
it is beter to refrain .from making the re 
ports public, not through any regrtrc 
for the boef packers particularly, but be 
cause an official statement of the facts 
would injure the stock raisers of the 
country, thus making them innocent vic- 
tims of a line -of abuses for which thoy 
ivcre not primarily in any sense respond 
sible.

There 
was scarcely utanding room in the _sec- 
tion assigned to members of the upper 
house and the premier and the entire 
cabinet, with tho exception of Vice Ad- 
miral Birileff, minister of marine, and 
Lieutenant General Kudigor, minister of. 
war, occupied scats on. the ministerial 
benches.

'M VERY IMPRESSIVE SCENE. 


The scene before the opening was 


great but, suppressed excitement. A(l 
present wore- aware that the response 
would utterly fail to meet the wishes or 
the lower house nnd a hum of eager dis- 
cussion as to tho effect of the resolutions 
expressing luck of confidence in the gov- 
ernment which the constitutional Demo- 
crats and 'the labor pnrty had drafted-hi 
advance, filled the hall and corridors. 


The tinkle of President Mouromtneff's 


bell calling the session to order stilled 


the, house to instalit silence, whereupon 
without awaiting, for any further pre- 
liminaries Premier Goremykin mounted 
to the tribune and begin reading the 
governmental declarations. He evidant- 
ly wns not U.SIM! to public speeches as he 
labored under a, considerable strain and 
spoke in a lo\v, weak-voice which, though 
deathly silenci! prevailed, failed to reach 
the rear of .the greit hall e'xcept us an 
indistinct muttering.

READING RUSHED THROUGH. 


The rending,'which was as rnpid as if 


the premier hnd been in a hurry to get 
through with n disagreeable task, lasted 
eighteen minutes .and, was interrupted 
only by pauses to swallow several glass- 
es of water. 
Tlie'fiiiSmbers in the mean- 


while .sat stolidly silent, and when the 
premier had finished and bowed to the 
assembly not a murmur of approval wns 
heard throughout the. house, where the 
pages immediately began to distribute 
printed copies of the speech.

•';--Premier Gorcniykin's speech produced 
such a vivitl impression that a conflict 
is now considered inevitable. To the de- 
mands madf: in the address of the lower 
house in reply to the fpeech from the 
U>;:«ne it was almost a complete non pps- 
t-imius. It reiterated that general amnes- 
ty was impossible, but promised Uie re- 
lease as rapidly ns possible of those who 
hnd been arrested by administrative or- 
der.

Manufacturers National 
bank. .In.addition he had a loose check 
which appeared to have been certified 
to by th* cashier of the Mnnufnotureru 
National bank, good for $5,000. Shortly 
afterward he drew a check for $100 on 
the Mt. Clemens' bnnk.

the swindler passed the checks.

journal in the house today Mr. Dalzell of 
I>cnns3'lvania, reported a-rule from the 
committee on rules providing that' the 
railroad rato bill .with the senate amend- 
ments be sent to conference1. Mr. Dal- 
lell demanded the previous question And 
the roll was .called. 


The previous question having been or- 


dered on the rule, yeas 132, nays 83, 
present 15. Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania 
explained that the resolution was simply 
for the purpose of sending the railroad 
rate bill to conference. 


Up to this time it seemed as if the 


rule was to be agreed upon without any 
great amount of debate. 


But a clap of thunder came, from an 


unexpected quarter. Mr. Cooper of Wis- 
consin wanted to know what objection 
there was to letting the house pass on 
the amendments now.

The plan advo- 
cated by the majority of the constitu- 
tional Democrats is that if tbe premier's 
speech is* found unsatisfactory a vote of 
lack of confidence in the ministry will be 
passed, thus forcing upon tbe govern- 
ment the issue of supplanting the cabi- 
net with one more in hnrmony with the 
party and the lower house. If this course 
is followed, unless the emperor is pre- 
pared to yield immediately it is sure to 
hasten a conflict. 


In spite of the moderate counsels of 


the leaders the constitutional Democrats 
are being pressed on by the denuncia- 
tions of the radical elements towards ail 
open rupture. Revolutionary activity is 
increasing throughout the counl.ry and 
the papers representing 
the radical 


groups, which were suddenly allowed to 
resume publication', arc taking advantage 
of the license granted them to indulge 
in the bitterest attacks not only on the 
government but on parliament, and there 
is evidence that revolutionary emissaries 
are traveling through the country stir- 
ring up hatred against the noblos and 
landlords aijd eficouraging the peasants 
to strike for'the ostensible purpose of 
forcing parliament to hasten the distri- 
bution of land. On the other hand the 
agents of reaction are adopting the same 
tactics in favor of a dispersal of parlia- 
ment and a return to autocracy. As a 
result of this propaganda threatening 
letters have been received by many mem- 
bers of parliament and dispatches from 
the interior report daily conflicts be- 
tween the followers.of the two extreme 
parties. During a meeting of Black Hun- 
dreds on Archangel Square, St. Peters- 
burg, last night, under the presidency of 
Barbara Nikolaievno, workmen began a 
counter demonstration by singing the 
'Marseillaise." A collision followed and 
resulted in fifty revolver shots being fir- 
ed by tbe Black Hundred. One main was 
killed, three were seriously wounded and 
dozens sustained broken heads.

ANTI-SALOON 


LEAGUE CONVENTION 


Lively Meeting at Madison This 


Week Attended by Ba- 


cine Men. 


Report, of State Superintendent Eare 


Shows the Organization is Flour- 


ishing1 and Has Accomplished 


Much Work. 


Tho state convention of the anti-sa- 


loon league, held at Madison, Wia., came 
to a close yesterday, and waa a very suc- 
cessful one. The Racine Civic Federa- 
tion was represented by' Rev, D. Ellis 
Evans, and the Local Ministers' Union. 


The chief feature o£ the convention 


was an address, prepared by Arch Bi- 
shop Mcssmcr, but owing to his absence 
(in Switzerland) Rev. M. J..Ward read 
the address. Below is given the gist of 
the brilliant piece of oratory. "Let the 
churches do their" duty in uprooting the 
vice of intemperance. The state may 
do .a good doal of good in the work of 
regulation and to thi? must. be adtted 
the initiative of private citizens. We 
must unite our forces against the evil 
in large associations. Unless we com- 
bine, it" will be impossible to retard the 
march of intemperance. But such a 
union must not bo confined to the clergy 
alone; it must take in all classes." 
Along these and similar lines was the 
splendid address prepared by the fore- 
moat prelate of Wisconsin. 


Rev. D. Ellis Evans of this city was 


appointed chairman of the committee on 
resolutions, and nlso delivered an ad- 
drecs in lieu of Attorney C. C. Gittings; 
his subject was "What Laws to Enforce, 
and HOTV," and he preceded the ad- 
dress with a brief review of the civic 
federation work in the Belle City, and 
told the convention how the civic feder- 
ation in his city had acted as a stimu- 
lant in creating public opinion. 


The address of Mr. Evans was, ic sub- 


etance, as follows: 


"We have in Racine fought several 


evils, especially the habit of scDing liq- 
uor to minors, and to aid.jis in this 
work wo secured the support of tne 
city attorney. As far as I'know, we 
have cleared tho city of that nuisance. 


"In the .matter of selling liquor to 


minors I believe the law should'be vig- 
orously enforced because it is easy to 
create public sentiment along that line. 
Fathers who drink arc always anxious 
that their children shall not'. 


"I would also emphasize the closing 


law. With us at Racine it is now rea- 
sonably obeyed, insofar as it relates to 
the closing at night, but we jiaven'fc got 
public sentiment awakened enough to 
demand closing on Sundays." . 


Conspicuous among the addresses of 


the convention was one made by Alder- 
mnn L. W. Rowley of Madison, who al- 
leged that "every saloon is a political 
distributing center of money and mer- 
chandise, for the 
benefit of its con- 


tinuity," and also that "every saloon 
is a political club with from four to 
forty parched throat* that can be de- 
livered to the polls, to vote as needed, 
Jn consideration of 'irrigation' who are 
kept in line for all contingencies." 


More than four hundred delegates 


were in attendance. 


State supcrtintendent Hare in his re- 


port showed that the anti-saloon league 
is a 
live institution, having assisted 


nearly fifty.villages and cities during the 
past ywir in their fight against the sa- 
loons. The league is reported in splen- 
did financial condition with about $35,- 
000 cash on hand, and unpaid subscrip- 
tions to the value of approximately 
$8,000 which sura is equal' to cash at 
hand. 


The state has bsen divided into three 


districts, respectively having .their head- 
quarters nt Milwaukee, Appleton, and 
La Crosse. The men in charge of the 
temperance work at these headquarters 
are aggressive and active workers and 
make things very lively, and as an in- 
stance of the result of the .temperance 
work in the state, it may be mentioned 
that in Appleton more than twelve suits 
for violation of the license laws as 
well na the Sunday laws, are now. pend- 
ing court decision. 


One of the most interesting feature* 


in Appleton is the cose to be tried there 
againit Rev. S. H. Zckiel, in charge of 
the temperance work for the second 
district. He was arrested for.purchasing 
liquor on Sunday in pursuance of his in-

THK MORTGAGE TAX. 


California having long had a law tax- 


ing mortgages that has worked ns suc- 
cessfully .is any law of that nature can 
be made to work, is now going through 
an agitation to repeal such. Tt seems 
eastern capital is bndly needed in the 
work of rebuilding San Francisco nnd 
other cities suffering from the lust de- 
structive earthquake, nnd it is accused' 
of being timid on account of this law.- 
The real truth is that borrowers pay h 
Httle more than the tax rate would re-' 
quire, been use invariably this supposed- 
rate is always added to the interest 
rate but the system employed as re- 
quired by law always insures the state 
its tax. There is absolutely no dodging 
it, even if both the lender and the bor- 
rower desire, for the reason that the 
law eomoels the lender to return such 
mortgage loan, nnd at the snme time 
compels the borrower to deduct the 
amount of the 'mortgage in making his 
return, and giving the mime of the own- 
er of the mortgage. 
This then makes 


the borrower that much less to pay up- 
on his valuation of property, and the 
loaner 'that much more.

naturally in borrowing money on mort- 
gage the interest rnte is made suflicicnt 
to make the supposed tax good.

Ironing on the. wrong side over flannel 
will bring out- the pattern, for the 
threads on the right side will be raised 
instead of flattened by the pressure.

It is 
a new subject for the census bureau and 
is very full .and complete. A point not' 
generally appreciated is that telephone 
lines now greatly exceed telegraph lines 
in importance of traffic and length .of 
wires. Telegraph lines in 1902 hail in 
use l,31S,3jO miles .of wire, while tele- 
phones operated 4,779,571 miles. An im- 
portant statement which bears directly 
upon the mooted question of competing- 
lines in telephone service, is found in the 
report which says: ."The introduction 
of the telephone in the United States 
was followed by its adoption .almost im- 
mediately, in all the countries of .Eu- 
rope, and more slowly in other parts of 
the world."

•734 telephones in use Jan. 1,1005, while 
the United States was using over 3,400,-
